1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior at does not 
teach or suggest a process for molding a reinforced nodal structure having a cellular structure 
formed from network walls of resin impregnated strength-giving fibers including, 

depositing by repeated passes a cored reinforcement in and along channels of a nodal 
mold to at least partially fill the channels, wherein said cored reinforcement includes an envelope 
of strength-giving fibers surrounding an expansible material core of substantially constant cross 
section, 

closing the mold, 

expanding the core of expansible material so as to cause the envelope of strength giving 
fibers to adapt to a shape of a corresponding portion of the channel and, 

curing resin provided around the cored reinforcement to thereby provide the reinforced 
nodal structure.
